A town goes along for years thinking 


it is "tops" in its territory, then notes 
a slow falling off in visitors who used 
to come here from the surrounding 
territory—and suddenly wakes up to 
the fact that Time has marched on and 
left it far behind. 


There arc, for instances, larger and 


better tournament gymnasiums in both 
Prescott and Nashville, than in Hope; 
and almost any of the rural school 
gymnasiums will scat as many people 
as the practice gym in Hope High 
School 
building.

crowds has left us far behind, these 
last 10 years. * * * 


The fact that Hope's National Guard 


company uses rented quarters makes 
combining of the armory and gym- 
nasium projects perfectly logical. If 
it can't be worked out as a joint pro- 
ject with the State Military Depart- 
ment, then there is another way

Urges Emergency

LIi'TLE ROCK-(/P)—Gov. Adkins 


recommended to the legislature Tues- 
day that if nn emergency clause is at- 
tached lo his highway bond refunding 
bill provision also be made in the bill 
for a special election on the proposal 
before issuance of the bonds. 


"I concur in the opinion lhat an 


emergency difcs 
exist," Adkins said, 


"and I therefore respectfully suggest 
that if you adopt an emergency clause 
you also incorporate in the measure 
just ahead of the emergency clause 
two additional sections. 


"They provide for a special election 


at which tlie people will be asked to 
say whether or not the 
refunding 


board shall proceed immediately with 
sale of the refunding bonds." 


The governor's message was read to 


both houses by his legislative secre- 
tary, Beck Shaver 


The first proposed

section 


would provide for the calling of the 
special election upon 15 days' notice. 
The second section would appropriate 
$40,000 to defray the expenses of such

TOKYO -(/P)— A British consular 


official's advice to certain British resi- 
dents to leave Japan "before the im- 
pending crisis in American-Japanese 
relations comes to a head" was dis- 
closed by reliable informants Tues- 
day

McVitlic, 
acting 
consul 


general in Yokohama, was said to have 
sent a letter of warning to a selected 
list of about 30 Britons in his dis- 
trict. Why these were selected was 
not explained. It was said Britons 
in Tokyo and olher cilies received no 
such letter 


The informant said McVittie's let- 


ter read as follows: 


"British subjects who have no im- 


portant reason to remain in Japan are 
advised to leave by the regular ship- 
ping routes before the impending 
crisis in American-Japanese relations 
comes to a head.

First indication thai an emergency 


clause would be added was seen when 
the measure was introduced. It con- 
tained a new section which as do- 
signed to overcome objections of the 
Arkansas Supreme Court to an em- 
ergency clause on a refunding bill. The 
court declared the clause unconsti- 
tutional in a 4-3 decision after en- 
actment 
of Governor Bailey's re- 


funding bill at the 1939 special legis- 
lative session. The court held lhat 
the bill created a vested right. The 
majority pointed to Amendment No. 
7 to the state constitution which pro- 
hibits enactment of an emergency 
clause lo any legislation which creat- 
es a vested right. 


The new section provides that: "This 


act .shall not create any right of any 
character 
until bonds authorized 


by this act shall have been issued 
and actually sold or exchanged by the 
(refunding) board." 


The Supreme Court's majority was 


composed of Chief Justice 
Griffin 


Smith and Associate Justices J. S. 
Holt, T. H. Humphreys and Basil 
Baker, Wbcn^the bill, if enacted with 
an emergency clause, reaches the Sup- 
reme Court in a tost suit, Associate 
Justice Baker probably will be ab- 
sent, liu has been in a hospital ser- 
iously ill for several months. 


If Justice Baker is absent, Gover- 


nor Adkins will be empowered to ap- 
point a special justice, as was done 
in 193!) by Governor Bailey when As- 
sociate Justice T. M. Mehaffy dis- 
qualified 
himself because his son 


was (and is) a member of the state 
Board of Finance. Special Justice V. 
G. Holland of Blythevillc voted to 
uphold the emergency clause along 
with Associate Justice Frank G. Smith 
and E. L. McHaney. If Justice Me- 
haffy 
diqualifies himself again, the 


governor could name two special jus- 
tices.

Production to some men can be 


a minor but ever-demanding god— 
a god costumed in a sheaf of order 
blanks, with a spur gear for a head, 
a Diesel engine for a trunk, and pis- 
tons for arms and legs, 


Such a god has William S. Knud- 


sen—for which the country should: 
give thanks. 


Production must be the guiding 


force that commands Knudsen from 
the moment he reaches his polished 
and proper desk in Washington and 
lights into his great tasks as Director 
General of the Office of Production 
Management. 


As evidence — 
If you had walked into Knudsen's 


office one day last fall, you would 
have been greeted by the incongru- 
ous sight fo a group of workmen 
assembling there a full-sized airplane 
engine. That was because Bill Knud- 
sen, master mechanic, simply wanted 
to see the steps involved. 


This unorthodox incident is typical 


of the man—first, last and always n 
production man. 


He has been a production man 


ever since, as Signius Wilhelm Foul 
[Cnudscn, he came to America in 
1900. (Years later, when he had risen 
n the world, he was often annoyed 
by a yarn to the cffccl Ihal the im- 
migration officials had yelled at him, 
as he loitered on the gangplank: "Hur- 
ry"—and that he has been in a hurry 
ever since.) 


Nickel W"rcls Good Enough 


Knudsen was born in Copenhagen 


on March 25, 1879—not, as he later 
remarked, in a log cabin, for while 
"log cabins were fine a generation or 
two ago, nowadays you don't get one 
until you get rich." His father, a 
customs inspector, sent all his chil- 
dren through high school. When young 
Wilhelm graduated he wore a silver 
watch—a prize for high marks in 
mathematics. It was his nimbleness 
with figures that was lo give him 
his biggest boost in America. 


His first job in America was as a 


reamer at SI .75 per day on torpedo 
beats at Morris Heights, N. J. He 
soon found his school knowledge of j 
English was not enough. "I used 
to sit on Uie stoop of my boarding 
house and talk to the youngsters," 
he relates. "Kids haven't a big voca- 
bulary—small words, nickel 
words. 


But I didn't need two-dollar words." 


To this day Bill Knudsen is likely 


to use nickel words. When recently 
asked of his relations with President 
Roosevelt, he answered: "Swell." 


From torpedo boats, Knudsen went 


to a railroad repair shop, then to 
a bicycle parts manufacturer. Autos 
were knocKing the bike market, so

At another point Kennedy said it

After that he loved to be gay, was 
seen everywhere — at theater, con- 
certs, opera, or on the golf links where 
he played indifferently well. 


His Detroit home out on Balmoral 


road is large, but no palace. It is 
essentially a place to be lived in. 
Here he has a music room where he 
plays both the violin and xylophone. 
Here, too, is his pride and joy: an 
immense library. In addition he has 
a country farm-house home on Gros- 
se He in the Detroit river. 


Knudsen's salary and bonus have

District of 
Columbia Rated as 
Form Community

WASHINGTON — Yoti may be hap- 


py to know that the District of Colum- 
bia, 
population of which slopes over 


into Virginia on one side and into 
Maryland on the other, still can be 
rated as a farming community. 


The decennial agricultural survey of 


the District has been completed and 
it is found that Washington still has 
65 farms, 39 less than 10 years ago. 
The area under cultivation amounts 
to 1,017 acres, and total farm acre- 
age is 2,341. 


District farms have 837 cows and 


70 horses. The largest crop was sweet 


quiring only semi-skilled workers is 
another cause for this change.
